Years ago the mouldings began to 


give way, and they 
have 
been 


beeu su-adily 
crumbling through 


all 
that time. 
The piece above 
the bench gave 
evidence of 
old 


age. and other parts of the* room pre- 
sented no better appearance. 
The 


walls were dirty and blackened by long 
service, and the ceiling had long 
ceased to give inspiration to the young 
lawyer as he dramatically 
looked 


heavenward while addressing the jury. 
Last spring the eornnrssioners de- 


cided they would have tue courtroom 
painted, and the work is now com- 
pleted. The familiar faces that looked 
out from the walls have faded forever, 
and instead a pretty design in attrac- 
tive colors greets the "eye.

Party Being: Organized For Thi» 


Perilous Trip.

Ue rock, situated abuuc 30 miles from 
Portland as the bird Sies. has roare< 
aloft Us rugged contour, defyiug al 
but tae bravest to scale its scarred and 
precipitous sides, says The Momteg 
Oregoiiiaii. So far as known, no whit, 
mau bas ever succeeded in reaching it& 
Buiumii. and probably a century lias 
elaystd since the last of the great Iu 
diau chieftains was laid to rest on its 
summit. 


What will eventually prove to be on- 


of the most exciting aad iuterestinj 
trips ever made iu the I'acilic- uorth 
west will be undertaken Ia the near 
future. At that time a parry now be- 
ing organized for the purpose will 
undertake the ascent. The party will 
consist of a limited number and wil 
be accompanied by a competent Indian 
guide aud will be under the leadership 
of Frank J. Smith aad Walter T 
Sewell. two old time employees of the 
Regulator line of this city. 


Beacon Rock, which is situated about 


55 miles from i'ortland by the water 
route, is probably 1.000 feet in height, 
but as ao measurement of the height 
has ever been taken it is impossible to 
give an accurate figure. Its base cov. 
ers an extent of ground equal to 13? 
acres, atd at the top it measures at 
least an acre in extent. From this It 
can readily he seeu that the sides are 
precipitous, and the perils accompany- 
ing the ascent are great. 


On. account of the unwillingness o) 


the Indians residing in the vicinity to 
impart any information concerning the 
use of the rock in past centuries as a 
burial ground it has been impossible to 
get definite information concerning 
that rite, which is held so sacred 
among the red men. Vague rumor has 
It. however, that for ages the summit 
of this almost inaccessible rock was 
the last resting place of all the great 
chieftains of the tribe of the Gona- 
wanians. 


From the base of Beacon rock to the 


foot of the ruined abutment of the 
Bridge of the Gods the surrounding 
country is strewn with Indian relics 
and the bleaching bones of the aborig- 
ines. This whole country is rich in 
romantic lenead. and one can. scarcely 
set foot at any point hereabouts that 
has not been drenched with the blood 
of the early settler or his savage foe. 
It is but a few miles from here in on* 
direction to where General Grant spent 
the earlier days of his life, and ia 1S56 
the very ground was the scene of a 
terrible Indian massacre. At this time 
Colonel Steptoe came to the rescue with 
two companies from The Dalles and 
dashing Phil Sheridan "with one com- 
pany from Vancouver. Sheridan Point, 
situated a short distance below the 
locks, is named for him. 


After the party has made the ascent 


of Beacon rock it is proposed to extend 
the trip to take in the rains of the 
Bridge of the Gods. From the top of 
the ruined abutment the view is mag- 
nificent, the Columbia being visible for 
miles both east and west and th* Willa- 
mette as far south as Eugene. The 
party will be made up of men interest- 
ed ia scientific research and will be ac- 
companied by photographers. Commu- 
nication with Portland will be attempt- 
ed by means of the heliograph, and the 
party will be thoroughly equipped with 
all appliances both for safety and com- 
fort. 


That a trip of such an unusual na- 


ture Is to be undertaken, coupled with 
the fact that Portland lies almost in 
the shadow of th!s historical section, 
will lend an added Interest to the out- 
ing, and when it is understood that the 
entire trip wili not occupy more than 
four days It Is not to be wondered at 
that many eairer inquiries are being 
made concerning it. 


It is a peculiarly interesting fact that 


a few miles north of the abutments on 
the Washington side of the Columbia 
Is a mountain known as Star mountain. 
Near Its summit are tbe remains of 
three distinct lines of fortifications dat- 
ing back to some prehistoric age and 
probably erecicd by a race well advanc- 
ed In civilization. Xear the base of Star 
mountain is a strongly defined trail 
worn in the rock, at some places to a j 
depth of from O2e to two feet.

Philadelphia, Aug. 29.—By tto ex- 


plosion of xier port boiler the ste*m«r 
City of Trenton, which plies the Del- 
aware river bet—34.3 here tad Tre»- 
toa, X. J.. sent 11 people into eternity 
and injured a score of other*. 


Nothing of moment occurred until 


the boat reached Torresdale. At a 
point opposite what is known as Har- 
rison mansion, a spacious buildinc 
fronting the Delaware river at tiki* 
suburban resort, the steam pipe con- 
necting with me port boiler burst with 
a loud report. The forward portiom 
of the upper deck was well filled with, 
passengers, while many others were in 
tie cabin. Before any of the passen- 
gers or employes had time to seek 
places of safety another explosion oc- 
curred, and this time the port boiler 
was rent in twain. Scalding staan 
and water poured into the cabin and 
sections of the woodwork were torn 
away by the explosion. Passengers 
who were not scalded by steam and 
boiling water were struck by the fly- 
ing portion •; of the splintered cabin. 
Legs and arms were broken and faces 
and bodies were parboiled. 
The 


screams of the injured could be heard 
os shore and the cries of those who 
leaped and were blown into the rirer 
were heartrending. So great was tho 
force of the explosion that a piano in 
the upper drawing room was hurled 
many feet away from the boat Into the 
river. This proved a fortunate cir- 
cumstance for many of the injured 
passengers. Thrown into the water, 
scalded and otherwise Injured so that 
they were rendered helpless, they 
clung to the piano, which had fallen, 
into shallow water, until rescued. 


After the explosion the boat took 


fire and ran aground. She lies a 
wrecked and blackened hulk ha the 
marshes opposite Torresdale, 16 miles 
above this city. Her hold is filled 
with water and it is feared more of 
her passengers and. crew may be 
found in the bottom of the boat when 
the water is pumped out. 


When the explosions occurred Mate 


Vanderveer and Pilot Carry were in 
the pilot house. 
Both were hurled 


with terrific force from the little la- 
closure. The wheel began revorrtog- 
with lightning-like rapidity, causing 
the rudder to turn the bow of the boat 
towards shore, and she quickly ran 
aground, fastening herself in the mad. 


By this time the vessel had caught 


fire and those of the passengers who 
were still aboard were compelled to 
leap for their lives. Fortunately the 
water was not more than four feet 
deep, and many were able to wade 
ashore. Some, however, who were too 
seriously injured to help themselves, 
were rescued. The captain and crew 
of the boat conducted themselves aa 
heroes. They rendered all the assist- 
ance possible to the injured, and Cap- 
lain Worrell was the last man to leave 
the boat. 


The City of Trenton made dally 


trips between Philadelphia and Tren- 
:on, stopping at Burlington, N. X, 
Bristol. Pa., and other points on the 
way. She left the company's wharf 
Lo minutes behind her schedule time. 
3er passenger list was lighter than 
usual, and she carried very little 
freight. The vessel was in charge of 
Captain W. A- Worrell. The other of- 
icers were: Edward Curry, pilot; J. 
"W. Vanderveer, mate; Edward Mar- 
>hy. chief engineer; J. D. Chew, as- 
sistant engineer, and Clayton Rey- 
>old. purser. There were about 12 
firemen and deckhands aboard.

The bacillus or germ of all these dis- 


the same. It is. nevertheless, 


a distinction which puzzles the layman 
that this same germ is exceedingly diffi- 
cult for medical science to overcome in 
one form of the disease, while it Is 
harmless in another. The first of these 
is pulmonary consumption, the second 
the lupus form. Hence all danger of 
death is removed from tbe Chicago ex- 
periments, while at the same lime the 
results to be obtained will be fully as 
decisive and important to the medical 
world as they would be were the pa- 
tient to undergo a test possibly fatal 
in its outcome. 


Three men have submitted them- 


selves to the tests, which are now hi 
the first stages of the experiment. 
Active bacilli of bovine tuberculosis 
were procured by the officials of tbe 
health department, and then all that 
remained was an operation similar to 
that of vaccination. Pieces of skin on 
the arms of the patients were scratched 
aside, and the bacilli were applied to 
these wounds. Now all that either the 
doctors or patients can do is to await 
the result. 


These tests are being conducted un- 


der the supervision of Dr. Adolph Gehr- 
man. 
chief of the municipal laboratory, 


and Dr. W. A. Evans of the Columbus 
medical laboratory. Assisting them, aa 
he says, but really the leader, as his 
intimates say. Is Dr. F. \V. Reilly, as- 
sistant health commissioner of Chicago. 


"Too much stress." said Dr. Beilly, 


whea questioned about the experi- 
ments, "cannot be laid upon the fact 
that, while BO danger is incurred by 
the patients of Dr. Gehrinan and Dr. 
Evaus, the results vrill be equally as 
decisive as if they had been subjected 
to Inoculation that mijrht bring about 
pulmonary contumption.

says there would be no danger even in 
the latter case, but be admits that this 
is only a theory. 
He acknowledges 


that he has transmitted no bovine 
bacilli to humans. This has now been 
done in Chicago, and the results wiU 
be worldwide In their medical Impor- 
tance.

sults? Easily enough. In six weeks 
or two mouths the patients will either 
have the reddish browu patches which 
characterize lupus tuberculosis or they 
will not.
